This Bill came up in Committee of the 
whole; Me. Pemberton ia the Chair. 

Giause 1 was read over, 

Mr. Humphreys moved to amend, by allow- 
ing any person or persons the privilege of 
using Chomson’s Road Steamers on the Cari- 
boo road. i 

‘The Attorney General said it was the iaten- 
tion, in the amendments to be offered, that the 
steamers should be subject to any laws which 
may hereafter ‘be introduced, regulatiag the 
use of locomotives on the roads of thé Colo- 
ny; that the tires—of the stenmer’s wheels 
ahall be 12 inches in width, waggon wheels 
6 inches, &., &c. $ 

Mr. DeCosmos wished to know if the road 
from Yule to Spence's bridge were syfficiently 
safe te aliow the steamers to: be used, aud of 
a character to allow teams to pass. 

Mr, Corawall replied - above a.certain point 
the country wasof acharacter to allow teams, 
&c., to pues. and there would Le ao wecessity 
to alter the roads, or strengthen the bridges ; 
he had an amendment, which he moved :— 
** that the privilege be granted to run Road 
Steamers for ove year—to commence the 
93rd milé post, above Yale, to Barkerville "’ 

Mr. Buns‘:r and Mr. DeCosmosa were giveo 
details, with reguid 1o the weight of the pro- 
posed s:eamers, the borse power, &c., &c. 

Mr. Humpbreys contended that the steamers 
would injure from 2,060 ta 2,500 persons, 
and they would ruin as many as they would 
benefit. He would like to be in a position to 
wipe out the whole Bill. H ‘ 

Dr. Helmweken computed the freight sent 
over the Cariboo ro#d, in the season, to be 
1,000 tons,.and it would take three steamers 
per week to carty it; would that ‘ruin the 
people on the road? As to the matter of 
running on the intermediate part of phe road, 
he woul. leave that for others tu deal with. 

The Attorney General said it might be »d- 
vieable to stipulate, that couriers be sent 
forward to warn parties of the approach of 
any steamer, or use the telegraph, so that 
paséing teams might be prepared. 

Mr. DeVosmos stated ‘the stenmers could 
run night and day—three'conld carty all the 
freight in the season of eight months; but 
there ought to be no objectiua to putting the 
steamers on the road; be only opposed an 
exclusive privilege. + ol 

Dr. Helmcken would rote for the steamers, 
because the introdocers shewed brain in 
introducing them. He felt they were entitled 
to the privilege, in order to! keep them from 
being black-mailed by othet people. There 
is really no monopoly given, 

Mr. DeCosmos—Why then legielate for 
them? 

Dr Helmcken—To prevent thrests being 
carricd out, and to prevent other people 
taking advantage of the iutroducers. 

Mr. Humphreys said these people did not 
expend « dollar—the engives were bad on 
trial; the attempt to pass the Bill, was ao 
an attempt to levy black mail upon the people. 

[Most of the arguments adduced, were tt ose 
given when the second reading was before 
the House, and we do not find it necessary to 
repeat them.—Rep.]
